Five were identified soon after 
the accident. A sixth—Agnes J 
McHale, about 46, of St. Paul 
Minn.—was identified Thursday 
night. She was en route to visit 
friends in Nipawin, Sask. 

Two men, five women and a 
12-year-old girl were killed and 
others injured in the crash. 
Force of the impact de- 
molished the bus nose and 
peeled back half the right side 
The rear of the truck was buried 
inside the bus. 

The truck and jts 10-ton cargo 
were shoved 78 feet. Seats, 
debris, luggage and cargo 
spewed 100 feet over the high 
way. 

The child was catapulted from 
her front seat to the road. Her 
mother was also killed. Five of 
the dead were crushed in a six 
by-four-feot area on the torn 
and compressed right side of 
the greyhound.

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A Conference On Germany 


N THE decision to confer with Russia 
on the future of Germany the United 
States obviously has. yielded to the pres- 
sure of the British and French govern- 
ments, It has put unity with its allies 
ahead of what it considers serious tac 
tical dangers in the German struggle. 

On the one hand the British govern 
ment is pressed by a large element in the 
Conservative party and by the whole 
Labor party to do everything possible to 
secure an agreement with Russia on 
Germany's future before Germany is 
armed; while the French governmept, 
though willing to accept it if there is no 
alternative, fears German rearmament. 

On the other hand, the United States 
believes that a conference with Russia 
now may postpone and perhaps endanger 
the ratification of the two Bonn agree- 
ments by which Western Germany is to 
be freed of allied occupation and admit- 
ted to the new European army. Chan- 
cellor Adenauer seems to feel the same 
way. 

The Russians certainly are working 
desperately against time to prevent the 
rearmament of Western Germany and 
to detach it politically from the west 
The offer of, a four-power conference at 
this time is primarily an attempt to de- 
lay, confuse and finally prevent the rati- 
fication of the Bonn agreements 

As the United States fears, that at 
tempt may succeed as Russia prolongs 
the four-power conference with alternat 
ing threats and concessions. The French 
government replies that the conference 
will clarify the mind of. Germany and 
Europe at large by proving either that 
Russia is ready to make a real German 
settlement that such a settlement is 
impossible and that there is no alterna 
tive to a. German rearmament 

None of the three allied governments 
involved objects to negotiation with Rus 
sia. All want a 
and elsewhere. The only question at the 
recent meetings between Messrs. Ache- 
son, Eden and Schuman is one of timing 


or

—whether there should be a four-power 
conference: before or after the ratifica- 
tion of the Bonn agreements 

Now that the decision is for an early 
conference—if Russia accepts a reason- 
able agenda in advance—Russia may be 
expected to show some apparenf change 
of policy. For its present purpose, which 
is to stifle the Bonn agreements, Rus- 
must appear at least to be—offering 
the hope of a real German settlement 
in order to attract the Western Germans 
eastward. But thefe is no sign what- 
ever that basic Russian policy has al- 
tered in the least. 

That policy is to dominate all Ger- 
many sooner or later and thus to dom- 
inate the heart of Europe. On the sur- 
face anyway Russia may be ready to 
pay a pretty high price for this ultimate 
purpose, may even agree to free Ger- 
man elections since for Russian designs 
almost anything is better than a re 
armed Western Germany allied to the 
west. 

The danger, as the American govern 
ment foreseen, is that during the 
four-power conference, before the Bonn 
agreements are ratified, Eurepe will find 
itself enmeshed in a long, confusing and 
finally indecisive negotiation as a result 
of which the allies will be split, just 
Russia certainly hopes 

The British and French governments 
evidently think that these risks must 
be taken to avoid the suspicion among 
all Europeans that the allies are unwill 
ing to negotiate under

The fact is, of course, that Chambers 
has been recognized—among his fellow 
practitioners—as a man of unique gifts 
ever since he started to write. Thirty 
years ago Lincoln Steffens hailed him 
as the new wonder boy of proletarian 
literature. 

Chambers’ articles in Time and Life 
in the decade 1939-48 were read and ad 
mired by millions who, because of 
Time's policy of anonymity, never knew 
the author. But, for a measure of the 
man's creative genius, let those who 
keep these. magazines stacked in the at- 
tic dig up his “cover” stories on Pro- 
fessor Toynbee, Marian Anderson, or 
Reinhold Neibuhr, Let -them re-read his 
prescient fantasy called “Ghosts on The 
Roof,” in which he had the Muse of His- 
tory and the chosts of the Tsars eaves- 
drop on the Yalta conference, where Al- 
ger Hiss was acting out his sinister role 
Or better still, let them turn up the hand- 
some book called “Life’s Picture His- 
tory of Western Man,” to which Cham- 
bers contributed (again, anonymously) 
the essays of the Middle Ages, the Venet- 
tian Republic, the Age of Exploration, 
the Enlightenment and the Edwardians.

From all the foregoing it may be im- 
plied that this reviewer is biased in fa- 
vor of the author of “Witness.” 

Let me hoist my flag right away: 
Iam. I like what I know about Whit- 
taker Chambers. I think he is a good 
man, I think he has done his country, 


and indeed the western world, a great 
service. 


At Time, he was an agreeable, if 
somewhat remote, coli¢ague. He spoke 
softly, puffed his pipe, and went about 
his business quietly; a slightly incongru- 
ous figure—for that plush concrete 
heaven—in his baggy sack suit 

the rare occasions when he at- 
tended an office party he sat back with 
the air of a tolerant, amused Buddha, 
observing children at play. He preferred 
to do his speaking on the typewriter. 
And what came out of his monastic cor 
ner office rolled and thundered far be 
yond the boundaries of this continent. 

I did not know him intimately, but 
we had good friends in common: Sam 
Welles, who shared an office with Cham- 
bers and who, as chief of Time's Ottawa 
bureau, is now one of this country’s most 
ardent spokesmen; and John Barkham, 
the gracious South African who left 
Time to become literary critic, and even- 
tually managing editor, of Coronet 

Through them I came to know some- 
thing of Chambers: how he had broken 
with Communism in 1938, a year before 
he came to Time; his 1939 warnings to 
the State Department about Hiss; his 
turn to the Quaker faith, which now 
gave him the countenance of a man who 
had been through the fire and found 
peace. 

On his writing ability alone, Cham- 
bers would have been a respected figure 
in any journalistic office. What won 
him the affection of many younger writ- 
ers was the sympathy and understanding 
he brought to his work as their editor 

For example: on my first day at 
Time I met an old friend, a Canadian, 
whose presence on the staff was a com- 
plete surprise to me, I asked him how 
it was going.

E. two conventions will soon be 

adopting their platforms, and those 
who have to write the planks on foreign 
affairs do not have an enviable job. 
From July to November is a long time 
in this turbulent world, and they can- 
not count on the. situation’s remaining 
frozen during the cam- 
paign.’ Many a thing 
said with resounding 
fervor in July could 
look very foolish in 
deed by November. 
They can: risk a cer- 
tain amount of view- 
ing with alarm and of 
pointing with pride 
but only if it is di- 
rected to the past 

Boasting and de- 
nouticing, promising 
swearing never to do that, will be pecu- 
liarly hazardous in the great predica- 
ment of our foreign policy 

The predicament, which is painful to 
the nation and sheer poison for politicians 
in an election year, is that the system 
of the alliances we have constructed in 
Asia and in Europe will, as we now con- 
duct those alliances, call for larger 
American contributions of money and 
military power - 

The Truman administration has been 
overestimating the contributions that 
come from the other member of the 
alliance. They have planned the alliance 
on a scale which the available resources 
of its members cannot support 

As long the whole business was 
in the planning phase, it was possible 
to make a fine showing of paper armies 
based on paper promises. But we are 
now entering the period fdr carrying 
out the plans, and the hard fact of the 
matter is that our two principal allies, 
Britain and France, are dangerously 
overextended and committed beyond 
their resources d 

They are doing their 
along for a while by delaying post- 
poning, stretching out. holding their 
breath and treading water in order not 
to embarrass us during/ the election 

But whoever is elected, and no matter 
what his platform this country 
is facing a crisis arising out of the fact 
that our global policy is not solvent— 
the liabilities and commitments of the 
policy are not balanced, and not nearly 
balanced, by the available means and 
forces of the alliance 

The postponement of this crisis can- 
not be carried on for more than a part 
of a year at best 


NO REDUCTIONS 


It is almost certainly a pipe dream to 
suppose that this crisis can be met and 
overcome, as so many Republicans seem 
to_think, by reducing our expenditures 
and our forces abroad. It is no less a 
pipe dream for the Democrats to sup- 
pose that what President Truman has 
been asking in the way of men and 
money this year is a reasonably accurate 
measure of the carrying costs, year after 
year of all the policies to which we 
are now committed 

The hard core_of the problem is that 
the costs in men’and money of our ex- 
isting policies—which the Republicans 
would like to promise to reduce—are in 
fact seriously underestimated by the Tru- 
man administration. Thus the Adminis- 
tration plan for the buildup of air 
power is calculated on the assumption 
that the Korean does not exist, As 
a matter of fact that war is making 
serious inroads upon the global power 
of the United States. 

Even if Congress will vote what the 
Administration is asking, the develop 
ment our air power is not only 
stretched out but what may prove to be 
worse still, it is strategically divided and 
therefore dangerously diminished 

The situation in which we find our- 
selves is not agreeable, It is by no means 
hopeless. But all sound reasons for 
hoping require the doing of difficult, 
delicate, expensive, and by no means 
simple things. In drafting a platform 
that deals with our situation no honest 
and informed man can promise anything 
that is easy or pleasant or cheap to do.

This rather parochial attitude 
towards provincial resources 
would probably be reflected in 
British Columbia under the So- 
cial Crediters. In the recent cam- 
paign, officials of the party ar- 
gued that B.C. should get a lot 
more out of its greatest natural 
asset: the timber lands. 

The industrial interests take 
the view, however, that the gen- 
eral policy of the Alberta admin- 
istration is not realistic enough 
and not in the best long-term in- 
terests of the province, Canada, or 
world markets. 

However, this criticism is off- 
set to some extent by the party's 
broad policies of widespread: de- 
velopment of natural resources. 

It seems safe to conclude, at 
this stage, only that no startling, 
overnight changes would result 
in British Columbia's position as 
one of the brightest lights in the 
investment scene by the arrival 
of a Social Credit administration.

Gulf Oil May Uncover 7 
Fourth Major Alberta Field 


CALGARY, July 4 (CP).—Ca- 
nadian Gulf Oil Co. may have 
found the. fourth major oil field 
in Alberta by making the prov- 
ince’s 13th oil discovery so far 
this year. 

Gulf McAllister, 36 miles north 
of Gulf's Big Valley field and 
about the same distance south of 
Caprona D-2 zone, in a test at 
5,269 to 5,281 feet produced a 
flow of 50 barrels of crude an 
hour. 

Gulf officials said that McAllis- 
ter may extend the Big Valley 
structure 3'4 miles north and a 
little east, which would make a 
six-mile northeast and southwest 
field with D-2 and D-3 production. 

If this proves the case it would 
elevate Big Valey, which already 
has 37 oil-producing wells, close 
to the rank of a major field, It is 
about 90 miles northeast of Cal- 
gary in east-central Alberta. The 


other major Alberta fields are 
Redwater northeast’ of Edmon- 
ton, Leduc-Woodbend south of 
Edmonton ~and Turner Valley 
southwest of Calgary. 

The new discovery is in the 
80-mile Big Valley -to-Camrose 
strip which has been called the 
“hottest oil territory in Canada.”

NEW YORK, July 4 (AP).—Marcus Siegel, 53-year-old 
lawyer accused of heading a black market baby adoption ring, 
last night was convicted of inducing others to commit perjury 
and illegally placing a child for adoption, 

Siegal was found innocent of 16 other counts—three 
charges of forgery and 13 charges of subornation of perjury. 
Two other charges were dropped earlier. 

He was continued under bail until sentencing. No date 
for sentence was set. He could get a maximum of six years in 
prison and a $5,500 fine. 

Siegel was accused of masterminding a baby adoption 
ring in which babies were taken from unwed mothers and 
sold for fees up to $4,500. 

Seven others, also were indicted elsewhere on charges 
that they ran a baby ring that reached through the eastern 
U.S. and as far south as Florida. 

During” Siegel's trial, witnesses remained unidentified so 
that foster parents, mothers and children involved would be 
protected.

VANCOUVER, July 4 (CP)—British Columbia's -ex- 
port lumber industry, with world-wide markets overstocked 
and hit by falling prices, faces the greatest challenge in its 
history, H. R. MacMillan said in an interview here.

of the world's biggest lumber 
shippers, reviewed world condi 
tions and disappearing markets, 
and he said

“But it is an up-and-down 
country, It buys only three or 
four weeks ahead.” 

He said industrial techniques 
are being improved to provide 
the U.S. market with the kind of 
processed lumber B.C, hitherto 
has not produced in quantity 
enough to “push” on the U.S. 
market 

Mr. MacMillan said counter 
measures are planned to restore 
export markets. 

“We do not feel that we are 
ruined,” he said. “The top oper 
ating firms in the industry have 
put millions of dollars into im 
proving their manufacture and 
their sales.” 

Already world markets are 
being ranged by Vancouver 
“scouts” seeking new buyers.
